RECIPROCITY NOT 

 CANADA’S HOPE. 

Clisage of Sentithent 

‘the Border, Former Cab- 
- Inet Minister Says. 


TARIFF RATES NOT FAIR. 


Declares Nationality Is Greater 
than Trade, and Annexation 
Is Not Possible. 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., June 14.—[Special.}— 
George E. Foster, former minister of finance 
of the dominion of Canada, spoke tonight 
for an hour and a hdff to the Civic club of 
this city on ‘* The Future Tradé Relations 
Between the United States and Canada.” 
After proclaiming himself a protectionist, 
Mr. Foster strongly advised the Americans 
to reduce their tariff, declaring that in many 
respects it whs unreasonable. 

He stated that while Canadians for twen- 
ty-five years had pleaded earnestly with the 
United States for reciprocal trade relations, 
that feeling had recently passed away. He 
believes now that the prevailing opinion in 
Canada is to develop her own resources re- 
gardiess of what this country would do. He 
gave three reasons for this change of senti- 
ment in the dominion. 

The first one was that the Canadians had 
walted so-long for the United States to enter 
into a reciprocal treaty that the people there 
had become.tired and proposed now to pad- 
dle their own canoe. 


Antagonistic to Reciprocity. 

* We are not disposed to take the initiative 
for- reciprocity,” said he. ‘In fact, 1 will 
go so far as to say that the Canadians, as a 
whole, are today antagonistic to reciprocity, 
although alongside that change of feeling 
there has been a growing friendliness of the 
Canadians for their brothers in the United 
States. They feel, however, that their atti- 
tude has not been understood and they are 
now busy developing their own possibilities. 

“In the course of reciprocity negotiations 
there came rebuff after rebuff, refusal after 
refusal, and, as it often appeared to Cana- 
dians, the attitude of Americans was unrea- 
sonable. 

“ Afvter the negotiations of 1882, 1888, and 
1892 for reciprocity, out of which nothing 
came, Canadians semeed to reach the con- 
clusion that it had pursued the quest along 
that line far enough: It was then that we 
tried to be sufficient unto ourselves: You 
drove us back upon ourselves, and it will be 
difficult for you to wean us away from that 
course. Today the American tariff is double 
on our goods going to your country the tariff 
Canada places on imports on your goods com- 
ing to us. | SY 

Tariff Schedules Compared. 

“Today we give you a free market for 
$10,.”0,000 worth of goods, whereas you give 
us a free market for but $10,000. We think .« 
is not fair. Your policy does not help in the 
interchange of goods between the two coun- 
tries.”’ 3 

Mr. Foster cited the high tariff impored on 
Canadian barley, and the fact that the Cana- 
dian tariff admitted United States corn free, 
declaring that as to these two articles there 
might a reciprocity mutually profitable. 

He also spoke of Americans going into 
Canada and taking timber for the manufac- 
ture of pulp and exporting it here, but that 
when Canadians*undertake to prepare the 
pulp themselves and ship it into the United 
States it is met with an almost prohibitive 
tariff. ‘*‘ We think it would be only fair to 
admit our pulp and lumber to your market 
by the payment of a small duty,” he said. 

The most important factor, Mr. Foster 
said, in changing Canadian sentiment to- 
ward reciprocity was the newly felt con- 
sciousness.of nationality which he said had 
grown rapidly though quietly during the 
last twenty-five years. This, he declared, 
had been largely brought about by the con- 
federation of the provinces. { 


Annexation Not Possible. 


“After all,’’ he declared, “‘ talk about inter- 
change of trade as you like, and its desira- 
bility, there is a strong feeling of nationality. 
They say that because we are of the same 
language, the same ideals of liberty, there 
should be no trade barriers between us. But 
we must reckon with that feeling of nation- 
ality. You are one people; we are another.” 

He wanted the people of this country to 
disabuse their minds of the idea that Canada 
would -ever drop into the lap of the United 
States, saying that annexation was as re- 
mote from the minds of Canadians as ever 
it was. With much patriotic fervor he an- 
nounced that no matter what Americans did 
with their tariff his countrymen would .con- 
tinue to bear the burden and fight as best 
they could to develop their own resources and 
nationality. 

Nationality Is greater than trade,”’ he 
said, with emphasis. ‘*‘ So long as we believe 
that in the northern section of the continent 
we have the resources to make a nation we 
are ready and bound to make the country 
what it should be.” 

He did not believe that could be done by 
permitting the United States to send its 
goods to Canada free of duty, and shipping 
Canada’s raw material here free of duty. 


Canada Loyal to Britain. 

Canada, he said, was also growing from the 
national to the imperial meaning, and by that 
the British colonies and Great Britain herself 
were being drawn closer and closer together 
in their trade relations. Preference had al- 
ready been given in the tariffs between the 
colonies and the mother country in recogni- 
tion of this principle. The Canadian tariff, 
he said, admitted goods from Britain one- 
third cheaper than similar products from 
other foreign nations. > 

Mr. Foster aaid that the belief of Canadians 
was thai in the northwestern part of their 
country they had the future granary of the 
world, that it was destined in a few years to 
become the greatest wheat. growing area of 
the worla. 

He predicted that in less than 100 years 
Canada would have a population of from 
50,000,000 to 75,000,000 where it has but six 
million today. 


Limited Reciprocity Desirable. 

Notwithstanding the growing independence 
and feeling of nationality in Canada, Mr. 
Foster could see that reciprocity along some 
lines should be desired by both countries. 

‘** We are a cotton wearing people,”’ said he, 
*“‘and shall need your cotton for many years 
at least. Iam informed that your sources of 
lumber supplies are beginning to disappear 
to such an extént that you will soon need to 
come to Canada for an adequate supply.

ARTS AND CRAFTS LEADER DEAD 


Joseph Twyman, Originator of the Mor- 
ris Society and Designer of 
Novel Furniture. 

Joseph Twyman, the Chicago artist who 
died on Monday at his residence, 5759 Mad- 
ison avenue, was the originator and Chicago 
vice president of the Morris society, and one 
of the foremost representatives of house- 
hold art in the country. 

Mr. Twyman was born Oct. 8, 1842, in 
Ramsgate, England. He studied in London 
under direction of his father, spending twelve 
years in artistic experiments, investigation, 
and travel. In 1870 Mr..Twyman came to Chi- 
cago to introduce household art, then becom- 
ing known through William Morris. He 
planned the Vanderbilt forestry exhibit for 


‘the worlds fair, and in 1896 established a 


department of Morris household art in a 
furniture store. This was the beginning of 
his success, and from that time on his work 
in copper was in great demand. 

Mr. Twyman also originated the South 
Park township, a neighborhood association 
for the purpose of cultivating beautiful work- 
manship in articles of domesticuse. He was 
a charter member of the South Park Im- 
provemént association. |

INQUIRY INTO CRIB FIRE 


REVEALS A CURIOUS FEUD.

The investigation into the mysterious fire 
that damaged the Lake Yiew crib has re- 
vealed a curious feud whi is not without 
its humorous aspects. The feud existed be- 
tween Head Cribkeeper Patrick H. Griffin.

City Engineer Ericson called the two men 
into his office yesterday for a little inquisi- 
tion. It appears that the feud started last 
summer on the occasion of a tour of inspec- 
tion of the cribs made by the mayor and 
Commissioner Blocki of the department of 
public works. At the Lake View crib Com- 
missioner Blocki performed the ceremonies 
of introduction. His eye rested first on 
Johnson, and, calling him over, he said: 

‘‘Mr. Mayor, this is the cribmaster.” 

The commissioner did not learn of his 
mistake till word came one day by the semi- 
weekly tugboat from the crib that Johnson 
and his chief were not on speaking terms. 

Engineer Ericson gave the men five min- 
utes to bury the hatchet, after which opera- 
tion they probed the fire mystery and dis- 
covered the blaze originated from a match 
carelessly thrown away.

‘Tig fiscal year is $106,074,959.- Thijs is the 
Jargest amount of money spegt by any mv- 
aicipality in the world.

they are compared with the amounts which 
nations spend. | 

New York containe abeut three and a half 
millions of people, China over 400,000,000. 
The revenues of the Chinese empire are only 
$75,000,000. The Amériéan metropolis 
spends three times“as much ag the republic 
of Mexico, and more than all the Spanish- 
American republics between the Rio Grande 
and Chile. Canada, has an income less by 
$40,000,000, and the same can be said of the 
Netherlands. The amount spent on schools 
in New York is four times the revenues of 
the -Persian empire. 

London, with its population of 6,500,000, 
would naturally be considered a close rival 
of New York in the matter of expenditures, 
but it ‘is far behind. It is difficult to com- 
pute the expenses of greater London, but 
they are approximately $75,000,000, or 30 
per cent less than New York’s. Whé?e Lop- 
don syends $12 pér capita’ on its population 
New York spends $80. ‘Moreover, London is 
pauper ridden and spends oun the poor alone 
over $20,000,000. In 1 London had 
120,000 paupers. . 

As compared with New York, Chicago 
makes a poor showing. In 1901, according 
to the department of labor,.Chicago spent 
$11.49 per capita for maintenance, New 
York $31.62. Chicago had in 1901 4,163 
‘tie of pavement, and spent for street 
eleaning and garbage removal $944,123. 
New York;*.with 2,527 miles of pavement, 
expended $4,862,886. On the police depart- 
ment New York spent ten millions, Chicago 
threé and a half. 

It has become fashionable to regard New 
York as a city sunk in iniquity, infested with

MPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH'S se- 
lection of Archduke Frederick of Aus- 
tria to return in his stead to England 
the visit paid by King Edward last fall 
to Vienna is due to the fact that Arch- 

duke Francis Ferdinand, the heir apparent, 
who had been originally designated to under- 


home by the dangerous fliness of his mor- 
ganatic wife, following the birth which she 
gave, a short time rte to a second son at her 
castle of Konopischt in Bohemia. The heir 
apparent is a familiar figure at the British 
court, which be has visited on several occa- 
sions. But this is the first time that Arch- 


duke Frederick has been there. 

Popularity known among the imperial 
family as “ Fritz,’ he is the eldest brother of 
the queen mother of Spain, the half-brother 
of Princess Louis of Bavaria (futuTe queen 


ter bawled in his | 


of Bavaria), and the principal heir of his 
uncle, the late Archduke Albert, the victor of 
Custogza, and until his death generalissimo 
of the Austro-Hungarian army. Archduke 
Frederick is of all the members of the house 
of Hapsburg the one who is on most intima‘e 
terms with the German kaiser, is regarded at 
Berlin as being far and away the most 
capable military commander and strategist 
in the dual empire, and is colossally rich. 


His marriage was characterized |by a cer- 
tain amount of romance. For he fell in love 
with Princess Isabel Croy, daughter of the 
duke of,Croy, who, although chief of one of 
the mediatized—that is to say, formerly 
sovereign—houses of Germany, is today, to 
all intents and purposes, a mere Belgian 
nobleman. When Archduke Frederick an- 
nounce@ his determination of marrying 
Princess Isabella, the court of Austria in- 
sisted the union could only be of a mor- 
ganatic character. But the duke of Croy 
would not hear of any such thing, and, taking 
the ground that members of the mediatized 
houses of Europe retain rights of marriage 
on a footing of equality with the reigning 
houses of the old world, he declared that his 
daughter should share the honors and digni- 
ties of her husband, or else that the marriage 
should not take place. ve 

Emperor Francis Joseph gave way, and the 
princess of Croy became Archduchess Isabel, 
and an imperial highness as well as a royal 
princess of Hungary. But her position at 
the corrt of Austria was a difficult one at 
first, as the great dames of the Austrian 
aristocracy were unwilling to act as attend- 
ants to one who was not of imperia) birth, and 
whom they looked upon as a mere noble- 
woman like themselves. ; 

Among those who were, however, willing 
to become her ladies in waiting was Countess 
Sophie Chotek, who spent a number of years 
as a member of the household of Archduke 
and Archduchess Frederick. The latter were 
anxious that their daughter Christine should 
become the wife of Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand, the heir apparent, and when Francis 
Ferdinand betrayed the fact that he pre- 
ferred Countess Sophie Chotek, the lady in 
waiting, to Christine, Archduchess Isabella's 
anger knew no bounds. Nor has the arch- 
duchess ever forgiven her former lady in 
waiting for having stolen the heart of the 
heir apparent, and is today the only one of 


the archduchesses of Austria who has ab- [| 


stained from visiting and from treating as & 
relative the morganatic consort of the heir 
apparent, the ex-Countess Chotek, now 
Princess Hohenberg, and who is about to be 
elevated by the emperor to the rank of 
duchess.

Baroness Emily Halkett, whose engage- 
ment to the Hon. Alfred Nelson Hood, 
younger son of Lord Bridport, duke of 
Bronte, has just been announced, is a sister 
of the late Baron Hugh Halkett, who.a year 
or so prior to his death the other day in 
south Africa was divorced in the English 
courts by his American wife, Sarah, eldest 
daughter of Anson Phelps Stokes of New 
York. The divorced Baroness Halkett now 
makes her home in this country, and leads 
a secluded and retired life in the Adiron- 
dacks, where she has built for herself a lodge. 
_ The Halketts are an old Fifeshire family 
that was already in possession of its estate 


of Pitfirrane, near Dunfermline, in the year 


1487. Until & few weeks ago its chief 
was Sir Arthur Halkett, eighteenth baronet 
of his line, the baronetey having been ‘con- 
ferred in 1697, and it was he who kheaded,the 
agitation at the time of the coronation in 
favor of the Order of Baronets, being ac- 
corded a place in the ceremony. He died the 
other day, and; as both his son and his 
grandson had predeceased him, the bar- 
onetcy has become extinct, the Baron Hal- 
ketts, whose title is a Hanoverian one, 
being descended from a branch of the fami- 
iy which parted. from the parent tree prior 
to the grant of the baronetcy, and, there- 
fore, not in the line of succession to the lat- 
ter. Pitfirrane and the estates, however, 
pass to Sir Arthur’s eldest daughter, and it 
is possible that if she were toa marry she 


might obtain permission for her husband to 


assume her father’s name. 


The Baron Halketts owe their Hanoverian 
title of baron to the military prowess of 


| Gen. Sir Hugh Halkett, who, in the days 


when England and Hanover were subject 
to the same king, belonged to the English 
and Hanoverian army, and greatly dis- 
tinguished himself at the battle of Water- 
loo. It is to him that Gen. Cambronne, com- 
manding the imperial guard, made that his- 
tcric but exceedingly coarse answer when 
asked to surrender, which did not, however, 
rrevent his eventually being taken prisoner 
by Sir Hugh. The latter settled down in 
Hanover at the close of the war, and when 
in 1837 Hanover was separated from Eng- 
iand at the time of the accession of Queen 
Victoria to the British throne, and of her 
uncle, Duke Ernest of Cumberland, to that 
cf Hanover, he threw in his lot with the lat- 
ter. He left a number of children, his sons 


-pli serving in the English army, with the 


exception of the eldest, Colin, his succes- 
sor, Who died as colonel of Hanoverian hus- 
ears, and as A. D..C. to the late king of Han- 
cver. 

Baroness Emily Halkett, who is about to 
marry Alfred Hood, is his daughter, and 


the present chief of the family is hgr only- 


surviving brother, Baron Colin Halkett. He 
is unmarried, and if he dies without issue 
this. branch of the Halkett family will be- 
come extinct like the senior line. 


Alfred Hood, the future husband of Bar- 
oness Emily, has been a wine merchant, and 
was likewise the chief of the household of 
the late duchess of Teck, and is at the pres- 


ent moment private secretary to the duch- 


ess’ daughter, the princess of Wales. He 
has charge of the extensive sicilian estates 
of his father, old Lord Bridport, and through- 
cut the greater part of the year makes his 
home.there in the castle of Maniace atBronte. 
& magnificent old place on the slopes of 
Mount Etna, the vaulted gateway giving 
entrance to the courtyard being over 1,00u 
years old, while William LI. of Sicily, grand- 
son of the great Roger, was born there in 
the twelfth century. The castle and the 
extensive estates of Bronte were presented 
by the king, Ferdinand Il. of Sicily, to the 
great Admiral Lord Nelson, along with the 
title of duke of Bronte in token of gratituds 
for all he had done for him and, for his 
queen during, the Napoleonic wars. 
Bridport inherited these from his mother, 
only child of William, -the brother of Ad- 
miral Nelson, who succeeded him in his 
konors and dignities, and who was created 
Earl Nelson. On his death his Italian hon- 
ors and estates went to his daughter, Char- 
,otte, who married the late Lord Bridport, 
while the earldom of Nelson passed to his 
sister’s son, along with the Trafalgar estate, 
and the perpetual pension of $20,000. 
Alfred Hood attracted a good deal of at- 
tention some time ago by refusing to sub- 
mit to the extortion of the mafia in Sicily, 
and was called upon, to sustain a full fledged 
siege at the castle of Maniace, which lasted 
several days, the bandits being eventually 
ariven back with heavy losses by the well 
«iirected fire of Alfred Hood and some young 
Englishmen who were staying with him. 
Unless I am much mistaken, Marion Craw- 
ford, the novelist, has embodied this sensa- 
tional tncident of Sicilian life in oné of his 
‘novels dealing with the Sicilian mafia.

The board of educa- 
tion officials have decreed that plain white 
tet ag are the proper thing for “ graduation 
ay.” 

“White dresses are preferable,” declared 
Supt. Cooley yesterday, “ because they are 
plain, and no one’s feelings will be hurt by 
inability to afford an expensive dress.” 


Exercises More Elaborate. 


This year the graduation exercises will be 
more elaborate than usual, owing to the fact: 
that nearly a hundred of the schools will 
hold their last day exercises in churches and 
rented halls. The school board has been com- 
pelled to suspend its rules forbidding the 
holding of graduation exercises outside of 
the schools,.because of the action of Building 
Commissioner Williams in closing several of 
the school assembly halls and in reducing the 
capacity of many of them. 

The board will not allow flowers or pres- 
ents of any sort to be given at commence- 
ment exercites, and every effort will be made 
to limit the expenses incident to the exer- 


A report of the year’s work done by the 
normal school extension courses shows that 
during the last year 135 classes were or- 
ganized and that applications have already 
been received from 4,500 teachers who wish 
to take the work next year. The work has 
closed for the current year, but already ap- 


begun to come in. 

Supt. Cooley says that at least 100 classes 
will be organized at the beginning of the next 
school year. 

Oppose Campaign for Laws. 

With two-thirds of the ballots received, it 
was announced that the teachers of Chicago 
are not in favor of asking the state legisla- 
ture to pass the proposed amendments to the 
school law drawn by the Teachers’ federa- 
tion. The teachers want to concentrate all

WILL CUT WIRES 


Police Decide to Put Out of 
Commission Any Phone 
Used for Race News. 


TALK OF INJUNCTION. 


Washington Park Club Officials 
Hint That They Plan 
a Fight. 


Telephone transmission of racing news from 
Washington park on Derby day will be pro- 
hibited by the city authorities. This possi-

The Chicago Federation of Labor was in- 


| structed, in a letter yesterday received from 
| President Samuel Gompers of the American 


federation, to expel from its membership the 
delegates of the Franklin union of press- 
feeders. Action on the communication will 
be taken at next Sunday's meeting. If the 
local central body insists in opposing the 
head of the American federation he will have 
the authority to revoke its charter. | 
President Gompers took the matter up 
after complaint had been made to him by 
President Martin P. Higgins of the Inter- 
national Printing Pressmen and Assistants’ 
union that representatives of the latter had 
been unlawfully ignored by the Chicago fed- 
eration. They were refused admittance to 


the federation that the Franklin union mem- 


bers might be represented. 

‘In conformity with the laws of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor,” Mr. Gompers 
wrote, ‘‘the action of the Chicago federa- 
tion in recognizing Franklin union, a dual 
organization, should be rescinded and the 
delegates from the I. P. P. and A. union 
should be accorded recognition.” 

Struggle Not Over Yet. 

The Franklin union was supported by many 
delegates to the federation, and Was received 
with enthusiasm when the question went to 


a vote a few weeks ago. Secretary John C, — 


Harding of the Chicago, Typographical union 
No. 16 was the most persistent champion of 
the pressfeeders, and yesterday he said he 
would still fight for them in the central labor 
body. 

the basis of trade union ethics,” Hard- 
ing said, ‘‘ the printers believe the Franklin 
organization should be seated. The press- 
men are a sort of nonunion union. I de not 
mean to approve of all the acts done in the 
name of the sh aa union, but I will con- 
tinue to work for them in the federation in 
preference to their newly arrived rivals.”

Business Men Sign Paper Saying Miners’

Cripple Creek, Colo., June 14.—Thirty 
prisoners confined in the bull pen were placed 
aboard a Florence and Cripple Creek train 
today and deported. Their cars will be at- 
tached to a Denver and Rio Grande train at 


Florence and taken to Pueblo. From there, 


it is understood, the men will be placed 
aboard a Santa Fé train and taken south. 

A committee of forty leading business men 
today unanimously agreed upon the follow- 
ing statement of the attitude of employers 
toward organized labor in this district: 

**In the future neither walking delegates, 
agitators, nor labor unions will be allowed 
to say who may or who may not labor in 
Teller county; who may or who may not do 
business here. The source of all strife in 
the Cripple Creek district has been the West- 
ern Federation of Miners and the Trades 
Assembly, which they dominated, and 
through which they carried out their boy- 
cotts, etc. 

“There is no room in Teller county for 
these two organizations, and their existence 
will be tolerated no longer.” 

Virgil King, Charles Matthews, and Patrick 
Mullaney were takén from the Victor bullpen 
to the county jail today.

St. Louis, ‘Mo., June 14.—[Special.]—Vin- 
cent -Kerens, president of the Kerens-Don- 
newald Coal company, and son of Repub- 
lican National Committeeman Richard C., 
Kerens. is named as defendant to a suit 
filed by Pat Sheedy of New York, who sues 
to recover $20,000 on a promissory note ex- 
ecuted-in favor of Arthur Pierce, now dead, 
at. Ostend, Belgium, July 30, 1900. 

“I am satisfied," said yourig Mr. Kerens 
today, ** that Sheedy has neither a legal nor 
a moral claim upon me. He tried to sell the 
note to me a year ago, or rather offered to 
give it to me if I would buy from him some 
bric-a-brac.”” 


Doesn’t Care to Specify. 


'“ Did you lose thé amount of money this 
note represents at Ostend, Belgium?” 

“Well, that is a long story and I do not 
care to go into it. I suppose every young 
fellow makes mistakes at some time of his 
life.”’ 

‘If Mr. Pierce were alive would you pay 
the note?’’ 

‘* I certainly would not.” 

Mr. Kerens’ father said: 
_ * There is nothing to that except this: My 
son got in with a gang of sharpers and was 
put over the route. And let me say that they 
also caught in their dragnet one of the most 
prominent men in St. Louis. I do not wish 
to mention his name. In.a note tome Mr.

Sheedy arrived in St. Louis last April.

Mr. Sheedy interviewed Col, Kerens several 
times later but apparently without any ma- 
terial result. On the last occasion of their 
meeting they got into a heated argument 
and Col. Kerens is said to have said: 2 

“What you are looking for, Sheedy, is a 
fight.’ 

Yes,"" Sheedy is reported to have 
wered, ‘‘ and I intend to give you @ fight.’”’ 


Loses $5,000 at English iaro.. 

New York, June 14.—That it is possible to 
lose $5,000 in ten minutes by playing “‘ Eng- 
lish faro’’ in New York and that the victim 
may have no legal remedy were facts 
brought out in a case heard in the West Side 
court.

HITS TAXPAYERS 


Juggling with the Harrison 
Street Plans Said to Haye 
Cost $40,000 Extra. 


SCHERZER .GIVEN FEES. 


Plans Bought, Discarded, New 
Secured, Rejected, and a 
Third Set Purchased. 


More details of the dealings of the drain- 
age board with the Scherger Bridge com- 
pany were brought to light yesterday 
with the investigation as to ‘alleged 
excessive charges paid to the concern. 
It was declared that because the board 
favored *the Scherzer design the taxpayers 
have had to expend more than $40,000 extra 
for the Harrison street bridge, and the struc- 
ture is still uncompleted. 


Board Discards Costly Plans. 
The drainage board paid the usual $18,000 
for a Scherzer design for a bridge at Har- 
rison street. The plans were discarded. 


. Then $16,500 was paid for a design of a Hall 


bridge, championed by Trustee Joseph C. 
Braden. It was said to be an untried type, 
and likewise was rejected. After modifica- 


tions. the original Scherzer design was ac- | 


cepted for the Loomis street bridge and 
another $18,000 paid for a new Scherzer. de- 
sign for Harrison street. 

So been spent in juggling 
with plans that e board was compelled 
to erect a temporary bridge at Harrison 
street at a cost of several thousand dollars. 
Leaving out the Scherzer plans which were 
accépted for Loomis street it was shown 
that the two sets of plans for Harrison

More Loss at Dearborn Street. 


At Dearborn street the Scherzer design, for 
which $18,000 was paid, was rejected be- 
cause the construction would cost too much. 
The bridge department of the drainage board 
is now drawing a design similar to the 
Scherzer type for Dearborn street. 

The Scherzer company has a patent on its 
type of bridge, and because of a monopoly 
it is said to charge extra for designs. . 

Theodore Kandeler, consulting engineer of 
the Scherzer company, declared the money 
received from the sanitary district was for 
plans, specifications,’ and consulti engl- 
neering services and for bonds guaranteeing 
the successful operation of the bridges when 
completed. 

“Charges are based upon a percentage of 
the cost of the structure,” he said. “ Large 
bridges, such as are used in Chicago, natu- 
rally require costly plans.”’ 


Contract Declared Violated. 

It is asserted, however, that the Scherzer 

company never has supervised the building 
of any of its bridges for the sanitary dis- 
trict, is required by the agreement, It also 
is said the bridge department has had to re- 
vise the vlans for every one of the Scherzer 
structures:

Scotch Scones— . 

The exact measurements given should be 
strictly adhered to, for the rule of thumb, 
haphazard method, so frequently adopted, 
cannot do justice to any recipe. : 

The girdle (a thick, circular piece of iron, 
about one and one-half feet in diameter) 
should be heated above the fire, or on the hot 
plate; until a few grains of salt placed upop 
the surface begin to crackle. 

Sugar may be added to any of the scones if 
wished, but it has a tendency to toughen 
them and make'‘them heavy. 3 

ELCHO SCONES—Half a pound of flour, 
two ounces of butter, half a teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, a quarter of a teaspoonful 
of carbonate of soda, a pinch of salt, butter- 
milk, one egg. Sfeve all the dry ingredients 
in a basin, and rub in the butter till free of 
lumps. Make a good, soft dough with the 
egg, well beaten, and some buttermilk, and 
form it into a round on a floured board. Do 
not roll it, but cut in four or six pieces, and 
prick*the scones on the top with a fork. 
Place them on a hot tin, and bake in a quick 
oven for fifteen minutes. 


one-quarter pound. of flour, two ounces of 
butter,.a good pinch of salt, one dessert- 
spoonful of baking powder, one egg, about 
half a pint of sweet milk. Sieve all the dry 
ingredients into a basin and rub in the but- 
ter until free from lumps. Then make a well 
in the center and add the egg, well beaten, 
with enough sweet milk to make a smooth, 
soft dough. Mix with the hand as quickly 
and lightly as possible, and turn it out on to 
a floured baking board. Knead lightly until 
free from cracks, and then roll out the dough 
to about the thickness of half an inch. 


BARLEY MEAL GIRDLE SCONES— 
Three-quarters of a pound of barley meal, 


Stamp out in rounds with a small cutter and 
place the scones on.a hot girdle. When 


brown on one side turn over and brown on 
the other; they will take from ten to fifteen 
minutes to cook, and, when ready, should 
feel dry at the edges. 

Note—These scones may be, baked on a 
greased tin in the oven instead of on a girdle. 
CREAM SCONES—Half a pound of flour, 
one egg, one ounce of butter, one gill of sour 
cream, one teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Prepare the dough according to the direc- 
tions given for barley meal scones, using 
the sour cream instead of milk for mixing. 
Work the dough as little as possible and roll 
out to three-quarters of an inch in thickness. 
With a sharp knife cut In finger shaped 
pieces and place them on a greased and 
floured tin. Bake in a quick oven for fifteen 
minutes, or until they feel firm to the touch 
and are nicely browned. 

Note—These scones may be cooked on the 
girdle if wished, but will not be quite so light.

For a pin scratch, which sometimes means 
a painful ridge that will suppurate if left 
its own way, one of the simplest remedies 
is bathing the afflicted part in spirit of 


camphor, a bottle of which should always : 


be on hand. Do not soil the contents of the 
bottle by dipping even the cleanest fingers 
in it each time it is opened. 
a few drops on a piece of old clean linen 
and gently moisten the scratched surface 
of the skin. The first mémentary sting 
passes off at once. Repeat the camphor 
bath once or oftener according to the nature 
of the wounded surface. To prepare your 
own spirit of camphor instead of paying 
its market price, break into a clean bottle 
the ordinary camphor gum of commerce 
and add proof spirit of alcohol until it ab- 
sorbs no more gum. Pour a little of this 
into another small bottle and dilute with a 
fourth more alcoho! if it is preferred weaker.

| America often suffers, first allow the wound 


to stop bleeding. Iced applications control 
profuse bleeding, or if the hand be the 
wounded member raise it above the head. 
If it is the foot let the patient recline and 
elevate his foot. As soon as the flow is con- 
trolled hold the wound over a basin and 
over it slowly pour water as hot as can be 
berne which has been boiled and cooled off 
to the usable temperature in the same ves- 

in which it was boiled. The pitcher 
used to pour it over the wound must be 
rinsed in boiling water and not wiped. These 
precautions are necessary to kill the micro- 
scopic germs which cause suppuration and 
other ills. 

Sterilize your fingers in hot water and 
press the edges of the wound together to 
bring about a perfect union, and when every 
particle of oozing has stopped dry the wound 
and paint the injured surface with a coat- 
ing of flexible collodion, which is applied 
with a camel’s hair brush. A small bottle 
ew cents and if kept wrapped 
lue paper and stoppered with rub- 
time. Gently blow upon 
the coating it is dry, then add a sec- 
ond, and, in the case of a large wound, a 
third; and then bandage it with thin woolen 
material rather than cotton. 

A little hand all scratched from a fall in 
the street, with gravel clinging to the in- 
flamed. surface, must be held over a basin 
and rinsed with a long continued douche of 
water prepared as before. Gravel and 
splinters that do not wash out may be as- 
sisted with a needle gterilized by passing 
it through boiling water. When the bruised 
surface is entirely cs sages cover with a 
little carbolized vaseline, and over this lay 
a piece of soft old linen and a cover of gutta 
percha tissue, or wax paper, or any light- 
weight, waterproof material. Use elastic 
Yarn for tieing the bandage or sew it on, 
which is better. | ;

for I have never been a big bettor, but I know 
that that is the way in which the genera! 
public gets interested in the sport, and if 
properly controlled I see no harm in it. I 
propose in the future to go to places where 
racing is regarded as legitimate, even if I do 
not get to run for such good purses." 


Will Not Buy Yearlings. 

Another horseman, the owner of a suc- 
Cessful stable, said: “I had intended to in- 
vest $10,000 in the approaching sale of year- 
lings that was to be held here in a few days, 
but I doubt now. if I will spendadollar. The 
only place I can race is Chicago.

“There has been remarkable improvement 
in the wheat prospect in southern Illinois,’’.

Further north, of course, the prospect 
is not so good, the wheat looking thin on the 
ground.”
